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David W as King Who Honored God 


HE BOWED TO THE LORD’S WILL IN ALL THINGS

IN LAST w eek’s lesson we saw 
how Saul grew in disfavor with 
Samuel and Jehovah, and was de­ 
serted by them, and another chds- 
en to succeed him—namely David, 
the shepherd boy—whom Samuel 
anointed. 
Now Samuel is dead, also Saul 
and his son, Jonathan, who was 
such a warm, loyal friend of Da­ 
vid’s. 
David 
has 
been 
chosen 
king of Judah, but not officially 
crowned by the people of all Is­ 
rael. 
It is thought this crowning 
took place about 993 B. C. 
David was 30 when he was 
crowned, and he reigned for 40 
years. 
All the tribes of Israel 
cam e together and insisted David 
was the king they wanted as, 
even in Saul’s time, he had been 
their leader. 
So the elders of Is­ 
rael came to the king at Hebron, 
and David made a league with 
them, and they anointed him king. 
Jerusalem had been captured 
and established as the capital of 
the Israelite kingdom, so King 
David naturally wanted to bring 
the Ark of the Covenant to the 
city, from Gibeah, which was four 
rmles from Jerusalem. 
Thirty 
thousand 
chosen 
men 
w ent with 
the king and they 
brought the Ark to the house of 
Obededom, where it stayed for 
three months, then carried it to 
the City of David— "with glad­ 
ness." 
David sacrificed oxen and fat- 
lings, then "David danced before 
the Lord with all his might; . . . 
So David and all the house of Is­ 
rael brought up the Ark of the 
Lord with shouting, and with the 
sound of trumpet . . . Then Da­ 
vid returned to Mess his house­ 
hold." 
"And it came to pass, when the 
king sat in his house, and the 
Lord had given him rest round 
about him from all his enemies; 
That the king said unto Nathan 
the prophet. See now, I dwell in 
a house of cedar, but the Ark of 
God dwelleth within curtains." 
Nathan was ths most eminent 
man in the realm. 
Ha was tutor 
of David's son Solomon. 
He also 
w as the author of a history of 
David s reign and of part of Sol­ 
omon's 
He was also to rebuke 
David for his great sin of sending 
Bathsheba s husband to his death 
so that he could marry her. 
• And Nathan said to the king.

Go, do all that is in thine heart; 
for the Lord is with thee." 
That same night the word of 
God came to Nathan, telling him 
to go and tell David that even 
though He, the Lord, had chosen 
David to rule over Israel while he 
was but a shepherd boy, and had 
cut off h ii enem ies and made him 
a great name, he— David—was 
not to build the Lord’s house. 
That should be dons by David’s 
son after his father’s death. 
"He shall build an house for 
My name, and I will stablish the 
throne of his kingdom for ever.” 
Nathan faithfully told David 
what the Lord had commanded 
him, and David "sat before the 
Lord, and he said, Who am I, O 
Lord 
God? 
and what is my 
house, that Thou hast brought me 
hitherto ? 
"And this was yet a small thing 
in Thy sight, O Lord God; but 
Thou hast spoken also of Thy ser­ 
vant’s house, for a great while 
to come. . . . Wherefore Thou 
art great, O Lord God: for there 
is none like Thee, neither is there 
any God beside Thee, according 
to all that we have heard witn our 
ears." 
This kingdom has not yet been 
established on the earth, and Je­ 
rusalem is not yet the capital city 
of the Hebrew nation. 
The Jews 
in this hour are proclaiming that 
it must become a Jewish city, but 
the United Nations say at latest 
date that some kind of interna­ 
tional regime will be established 
there. 
There may yet be trouble 
over this in the coming days. 
The story of David's kindness to 
the son of Jonathan can only be 
briefly mentioned. 
David made 
inquiries about any survivors of 
Saul’s fam ily— for he never for­ 
got his fnend Jonathan. 
There was one descendant, a 
young man by the name of Me- 
phibosheth, who was lame in both 
feet. 
David had the young man 
brought before him, restored to 
him the property that had been 
Saul's, and welcomed him to a 
place at his table for always. 
The two beautiful Psalms Da­ 
vid wrote should be read in class, 
but can not be quoted here. 
In 
Psalm 51, David pleads for for­ 
giveness from his sins, and begs, 
"Create in me a clean heart, O 
God; and renew a right spirit 
within me." 
So must we all pray 
to our Father who art in heaven.

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David W as King Who Honored God 


HE BOWED TO THE LORD’S WILL IN ALL THINGS 


Scripture— II Samuel S.l-S; 6-7; »; It; Psalm* H ; SI.

IN LAST week’s lesson we saw 
how Saul grew in disfavor with 
Samuel and Jehovah, and was de­ 
serted by them, and another chos­ 
en to succeed him—namely David, 
the shepherd boy—whom Samuel 
anointed, 
Now Samuel is dead, also Saul 
and his son, Jonathan, who was 
such a warm, loyal friend of Da­ 
vid's. 
David 
has 
been 
chosen 
king of Judah, but not officially 
crowned by the people of all Is­ 
rael. 
It is thought this crowning 
took place about 993 B. C. 
David was 30 when he was 
crowned, and he reigned for 40 
years. 
All the tribes of Israel 
came together and Insisted David 
was the king they wanted as, 
even in Saul s time, he had been 
their leader. 
So the elders of Is­ 
rael came to the king at Hebron, 
and David made a league with 
them, and they anointed him king 
Jerusalem had been captured 
and established as the capital of 
the Israelite kingdom, so King 
David naturally wanted to bring 
the Ark of the Covenant to the 
city, from Gibeah, which was four 
miles from Jerusalem. 
Thirty thousand chosen men 
went with the king and they 
brought the Ark to the house of 
0 bettedord, where it stayed for 
three months, then carried It to 
the City of David—"with glad­ 
ness," 
David sacrificed oxen and fa l­ 
ling*. then ’’David danced before 
the Lord with all his might; . . . 
So David and all the house of Is­ 
rael brought up the Ark of the 
Lord with shouting, and with the 
sound of trumpet . . . Then Da­ 
vid returned to bless his house­ 
hold " 
•'And it came lo pass, when the 
king sat in his house, and the 
Lord had given him rest round 
about him from all his enemies, 
That the king said unto Nathan 
the prophet, Bee now, I dwell in 
a house ©* cedar, but the Ark of 
God dwelieth within curtains ” 
Nathan was the moat eminent 
man in the realm. 
He was tutor 
af David * son Solomon 
He also 
was the author of a history of 
David s reign and of part of Sol­ 
omon s 
He was also to rebuke 
David for his great sin of sending 
Bathsheba's husband to his death 
so that he could marry her. 
‘ And Nathan said to the kmg. 


Go, do all that is in thine bear!; 
for the Lord is with thee." 
That same night the word of 
God came to Nathan, telling him 
to go and tell David that even 
though He, the Lord, had chosen 
David to rule over Israel while he 
was but a shepherd boy, and had 
cut off hli enemies and made him 
a great name, he— David—was 
not to build the Lords house. 
That should be done by David's 
son after his father * death. 
"He shall build an house for 
My name, and I will stablish the 
throne of his kingdom for ever.” 
Nathan faithfully told David 
what the Lord had commanded 
him, and David "sat before the 
Lord, and he said. Who am I, O 
Lord God? 
and what is my 
house, that Thou hast brought me 
hitherto ? 
"And this was yet a small thing 
in Thy sight, O Lord God; but 
Thou hast spoken also of Thy ser­ 
vant's house, for a great while 
to come. . . . Wherefore Thou 
art great, O Lord God. for there 
is none like Thee, neither is there 
any God beside Thee, according 
to ail that we have heard witn our 
ears." 
This kingdom has not yet been 
established on the earth, and Je­ 
rusalem is not yet the capital city 
of the Hebrew nation. 
The Jews 
in this hour are proclaiming that 
It must become a Jewish city, but 
the United Nations say st latest 
date that some kind of interna­ 
tional regime will be established 
there. 
There may yet be trouble 
over this in the coming days. 
The story of David’s kindness to 
the son of Jonathan can only be 
briefly mentioned. 
David made 
inquiries about any survivors of 
Saul s family—for he never for­ 
got his friend Jonathan. 
There wa* one descendant, a 
young man by the name of Mf- 
phibosheth, who wa* lame rn both 
f**et. 
David had the young man 
brought before him, restored to 
him the property that had been 
Saul s, and welcomed h.m to a 
place at his table for allays. 
The two beautiful Psalms Da­ 
vid wrote should be read in cia**, 
but can not be quoted here. 
In 
Psalm 51. David pleads for for­ 
giveness fro rn his sins, and begs, 
"Create in me a clean heart, O 
God; and renew a right spirit 
within me " 
So must we all pray 
to our Father who art rn heaven.

was crazy and, as such, would be very interesting 
Well, we caught up with George today and it 
was just as we had feared in the back of our head 
—he isn t nuts at all 
As the years wear on. we 
grow leerier of interviewing guys who seem to be 
unusual, because they always give w hat seem to

remember the bO-year-old Armenian in

Montclair, N. J., who lived in a tree and, after a 
half-hour talk with us, had us looking around for 
t Mel He inner

George Horn is a tall, brown-haired man of 31 
Who was born in Brooklyn, went to achoo) there and now is a trolley 
operator th* ie 
He has had a ravenous interest in the city of New 
York since childhood and he remembers that his seventh-grade teach­ 
er on* e said, 
George, you may know nothing about arithm etic, but 
you sure know your city." Or perhaps she said "surely.” Teachers 
were more literate in those days. *hen he was 14 he was selling 
magazines out in the borough of Queens, virtually a last frontier of 
wilderness and if we are to take Georges word for it, he used to 
ti ♦ dilate to himself. Some cay subway tram* are going to run from 
M anhattan out here to Queens. How I would love to be the first 
passenger!" 
Well, he began his career in 1937 with the opening of the "F ” line 
of th* Eighth Avenue subway, going out to Jamaica Right from the 
start he had competition. This was in the form of a man named 
Ornero Catan 
of Queens, who has been a "firster” since before 
George f time and who dawns 400 firsts. ‘ Of course.” George told 
us tartly, 
you can’t tell; that might include buying the first box of 
•oapflakea to be sold at the neighboihood grocery sto re ” 
CATAN, HOWEVER, doesn’t go in for "lasts," and George has 
that field pretty much to himself. That first year. 1937. was a good 
ow* 
On Dec Ti he became the first man lo drive a car through the 


south tube of the Lincoln Tunnel, from New York to New Jersey. 
And on New Year's Eve, George, who was beginning to get his teeth 
into hi* work, gave up a big party so he could be the last paying 
passenger on the old W estchester and Boston railroad, which ran 
from New York through the county of W estchester. 
In 1938 there was the passing of the old Sixth Avenue elevated 
train, and in 1939, in the space of 24 hours, George became the hist 
passenger on the old Clauson Point ferry and the first paying visitor 
to the New York World’s Fair. "C atan never showed for that one.” 
George said, "but he had an excuse. He got married. In fact, he 
took out the first m arriage license of 1939 down at the Municipal 
building.” In 1940, George went into the United States Army—but 
he didn t ease up, like a girl getting sloppy after m arrying. He was 
in the first squad of the first platoon of the F irst Engineers Bat­ 
talion of the First Division of the First Army. His serial number 
began with a I and he was in the First Corps Area with APO I for 
a mail address. Two months after he joined the Army, he hitch-hiked 
home from Fort DuPont in Wilmington. Del., to be the first passenger 
on the new Sixth Avenue subway.

"THE ARMY LIFE did alow me up a 
bit,” George said, "but I was 
a member of 
the first group to release w ar prisoners in Japan, after 
five years 
of 
service in the States.” In 1946. he got out and took a 
job as a doorman at the Brooklyn Param ount movie house. Then 
there was a stretch as an assistant movie house m anager in Leomin­ 
ster. Mass., but. he claimed diplomatically, reading My New York in 
the Leominster Enterprise made him homesick and he calve back. In 
1947 he became a trolley operator. Since then, five or six Brooklyn 
trolley line* have been killed off, in favor of buses, and always George 
has switched runs with co-operating colleagues so he operated the 
last streetcar each time. 
"Except the last trolley over Brooklyn 
Bridge,’’ he recalled. "That was my own run. anyway. It was very 
sad.” 
His most recent trium ph was in becoming the first motorist from 
the Brooklyn side through the new B attery-Brooklyn tunnel under 
the E ast river, and he had the great pleasure, he reports, of seeing 
the police chase Omero Catan from a choice but illegal spot where 
he parked to beat out George. "Omero was 90th through the tun­ 
nel.” George said, beaming. Meanwhile, he continues to collect trans­ 
fers—another hobby—and add to his collection of 8,000 feet of movie 
film of scenes along various trolley and "L” routes blanketing New* 
York, which he is going to make a perm anent loan to the New York 
Historical society. And why is George Horn a first and laster? "I 
feel I'm taking part in history.” he told us. "A fter all, transporta­ 
tion is the lifeblood of the city. I like to feel I have taken an active 
part in it.” 
Maybe the guy w» crazy. But they’re opening a new 180th Street 
station of the Jam aica subway in a few days—and there is every 
chance George may have to fight us through the turnstiles. It 
seems infinitely preferable to collecting stam ps or cigar coupons.

Ohio Attorney General Her­ 
bert S. Duffy was guest speaker 
at the weekly Thursday lunch­ 
eon of Circltvillt Rotary Club. 
Duffy’s talk in which he explain­ 
ed the office of attorney general 
and his duties began with a brief 
history of the office. 
According to Duffy, the North­ 
west territory had an attorney 
general long before Ohio receiv­ 
ed its statehood. 
The first attorney general, 
Arthur St. Clair Jr., was ap­ 
pointed by his father, gover­ 
nor of the territory. He served 
for $400 a year, his deputies 
for S100. Inchided in his juris­ 
diction 
were 
criminal 
and 
civil cases. 
In 1846, the Ohio legislature 
created the office of Ohio Attor­ 
ney General. One of the more 


colorful early attorneys general 
was Henry Stansbury who de­ 
fended P itsident Andrew John­ 
son in the impeachment 
p r o ­ 
ceedings. He was twice appoint­ 
ed 
to the Supreme Court 
by 
Johnson but his 
appointments 
1 were never confirmed because 
1 of the antagonism Congress felt 
1 towards the President. 
George Pogue of Cincinnati, 
also an early Ohio attorney gen­ 
eral, reported that in 1848 there 
I were 121 cases of riot in t h e 
state. 
Duffy explained that the attor­ 
ney general is a 
civil officer, 
and not a criminal officer, 
al­ 
though in rare cases by order of 
the governor a criminal case is 
sometimes accepted. Duffy said 
that in 1949 the governor asked 
his office to take over a criminal 
case.

said that was the first time in 


30 years a criminal case h a d 
been given the attorney general. 
The attorney general’s depart­ 
ment, with its staff of 38 attor­ 
neys, never represents an indi­ 
vidual. Duffy and his staff are 
concerned only with civil depart­ 
ments of the state which number 
90. A few of the departments he 
named were departm ent of ag­ 
riculture. commerce, education, 
finance, health, highway. 
Duffy said that actually about 
70 percent of cases handled by 
the attorney general were those 
brought by the department of 
liquor control. A few of the other 
departments included licensing, 
taxation, archeological and the 
new Turnpike commission.

Attorney General 
* 
Outlines Duties 
Of His Office 


Ohio Attorney General Her­ 
bert S. Duffy was guest speaker 
at the weekly Thursday lunch­ 
eon of Circleville Rotary Club. 
Duffy’s talk in which he explain­ 
ed the office of attorney general 
and his duties began with a brief 
history of the office. 
According to Duffy, the North­ 
west territory had an attorney 
general long before Ohio receiv­ 
ed its statehood. 
The first attorney general, 
Arthur St. Clair Jr., was ap­ 
pointed by his father, gover­ 
nor of the territory. He served 
for $400 a year, his deputies 
for $100. Inchided in his juris­ 
diction 
were 
criminal 
and 
civil cases. 
In 1846, the Ohio legislature 
created the office of Ohio Attor­ 
ney General. One of the more 


colorful early attorneys general 
was Henry Stansbury who de­ 
fended President Andrew John­ 
son in the impeachment 
p r o ­ 
ceedings. He was twice appoint­ 
ed 
to the Supreme 
Court 
by 
Johnson but his 
appointments 
w’ere never confirmed because 
' of the antagonism Congress felt 
' towards the President. 
George Pogue of Cincinnati, j 
also an early Ohio attorney gen­ 
eral, reported that in 1848 there

Duffy explained that the attor­ 
ney general is a 
civil officer, 
and not a criminal officer, 
al­ 
though in rare cases by order of 
the governor a criminal case is 
sometimes accepted. Duffy said ; 
that in 1949 the governor asked I 
his office to take over a criminal 
j case.

said that was the first time in 


30 years a criminal case h a d 
been given the attorney general. 
The attorney general’s depart­ 
ment, with its staff of 38 attor­ 
neys, never represents an indi­ 
vidual. Duffy and his staff are 
concerned only with civil depart­ 
ments of the state which number 
90. A few of the departments he 
nam ed were departm ent of ag­ 
riculture. commerce, education, 
finance, health, highway. 
Duffy said that actually about 
70 percent of cases handled by 
the attorney general were those 
brought by the department of 
liquor control. A few of the other 
departm ents included licensing, 
taxation, archeological and the 
new Turnpike commission.

High Quality 
Hay Cuts Down 
Feeding Costs 
Good pasture and high-quality, 
low-cost hay will cut feed 
and 
labor costs and greatly increase 
net returns for dairymen, de­ 
clared Timothy Hodge, Michigan 
State college agricultural econo­ 
mist. 
Hodge estimates that feed and 
labor expense represents 80 per­ 
cent of the cost of keeping 
a 
dairy cow. The lower the feed 
and labor costs can be made, the 
bigger will be the dairyman’s net 
return. 
Pasture and hay are the 
cheapest feed a cow can get. 
Agronomists report t h a t 25 
pounds of good alfalfa hay will 
supply all the protein needed 
to produce about 30 pounds of 
four percent milk daily and 
furnish calcium, carotene and 
vitamin D as well. 
Good pasture cuts labor ex­ 
pense, because the cows do the 
harvesting. 
Three essentials needed 
to 
maintain good pasture and 
get 
maximum returns from pasture 
crops are: (1)—a good legume-, 
grass mixture best adapted to 
your growing conditions. 
(2)—a 
fertile soil that will steadily fur­ 
nish a well balanced supply 
of 
plant foods. Soil tests will show 
the land’s need for lime and for 
phosphate and potash fertilizer. 
(3)—good management which ro­ 
tates grazing and avoids over­ 
working some areas while others 
become coarse and unpalatable. 
Good management also involves 
harvesting pasture growth at the 
peak of its protein value to in­ 
sure high quality hay.

Serious Threat 


In Corn Borer 


Last year in six states of the 
corn belt, the European c o r n 
borer caused a loss of some $300 
million. In 23 other states, d am ­ 
age ranged from slight to quite 
severe. 
The corn borer appeared 
in 
this country in 1917 along the At- j 
lantic seaboard. It has spread 
steadily until today it has reach- ’ 
ed states as far west as Kansas 
and Nebraska and the Dakotas, j 
and south to the Tennessee-Ala- I 
bam a line. 
Not only is the pest covering i 
more ground each year. It is, in j 
many places working more de- 1 
structivelv. In Iowa, for exam- j 
pie, the borer cost each c o r n ; 
farm er last year an average of 
$750. 
There is nothing to indicate 
that the destruction has reached 
a peak. In fact, unless adequate 
controls are adopted, the c o r n 
belt may find the worse to come.

In 23 other states, d a m ­ 
age ra n g e d fro m slight to quite 
sev ere. 
The corn b o rer appeared 
in 
this country in 1917 along the At- 
1 la n tic se ab o ard . It has 
spread 
stead ily until today it has reach ­ 
ed sta te s as fa r w est as K ansas 
and N e b ra sk a and the Dakotas, 
and south to the Tennessee-Ala- 
b a m a line. 
Not only is the pest covering 
m o re ground e a c h y ea r. It is, in 
m a n y p laces w orking more d e­ 
stru ctiv ely . In Iowa, for e x a m ­ 
ple. the b o rer cost each c o r n 
f a r m e r last year an average of 
$750. 
T h ere is nothing 
to 
indicate 
th a t the d e stru c tio n has reached 
a peak. In fact, unless adequate 
controls a re adopted, the c o r n 
belt m ay find the w orse to com e.
